Dear Board Members

The Comprehensive Annual Financial Report of the Lincoln Park Borough School District (the "District") for the
fiscal year ended June 30, 2015, is hereby submitted. Responsibility for both the accuracy of the data and
completeness and faimess of the presentation, including all disclosures, rests with the management of the Lincoln
Park Board of Education (the "Board"). To the best of our knowledge and belief, the data presented in this report
is accurate in all material respects and is reported in a manner designed to present fairly the basic financial
statements and results of operations of the District. All disclosures necessary to enable the reader to gain an
understanding of the District's financial activities have been included.

The comprehensive annual financial report is presented in four sections: introductory, financial, statistical and
single audit. The introductory section includes this transmittal letter, the District's organizational chart and a list
of principal officials. The financial section includes the management's discussion and analysis, the basic financial
statements and schedules, as well as the independent auditors' report thereon. The statistical section includes
selected financial and demographic information, generally presented on a multi- year basis. The District is
required to undergo an annual single audit in conformity with the provisions of the Single Audit Act Amendments
of 1996 and the U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Governments,
and Non-Profit Organizations, and the New Jersey's OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit Policy for
Recipients of Federal Grants, State Grants and State Aid. Information related to this single audit, including the
auditors'reports on internal control and compliance with applicable laws, regulations, contracts and grants along
with findings and questioned costs, are included in the single audit section of this report.

1) REPORTING ENTITY AND ITS SERVICES: The Lincoln Park Borough School District is an independent
reporting entity within the criteria adopted by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board ("GASB") in
codification section 2100. All funds of the District are included in this report. The Lincoln Park Borough School
District and all its schools constitute the District's reporting entity.

The District provides a fulI range of educational services appropriate to grade levels pre-kindergarten though
grade eight. These include regular, as well as special education for handicapped youngsters. The District
completed the2014-2015 fiscal year with an enrollment of 551 students at the LPES and 407 students at the
LPMS. Lincoln Park High School students attend Boonton High School on a tuition basis as well as the Morris
County Academies. During the 2014-2015 school year 286 students attended Boonton High School and 54
students attended the Morris County Academies. At the end of June 2015, the K-8 enrollment was 953 students;
19 students more than the previous year.

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2) ECONOMIC CONDITION AND OUTLOOK: The two communities of the Lincoln Park Borough School
District continue to experience moderate growth.

Long Term Financial Planning: New Jersey law limits the increase in NJ districts'tax levies to 2%o anwally.In
order to exceed the cap, a public vote is required. The Lincoln Park Board of Education is committed to limiting
tax increases and continues to explore altemate funding sources.

3) MAJORINITIATIVES:
Academic Performance:
As the District waits for the release of the results of the 14-15 State Assessments, we are constantly looking for
ways to improve instruction. The following is a partial list of initiatives that have recently been put in place

throughout the District:
¡ The addition of a Director of Curriculum & Instruction.
o The review of the districlwide math curriculum with the recommendation of the purchase of a new math

textbook series.
o The review of the middle school instructional schedule, with the recommendation of a modification of the

schedule for the upcoming school year, which will provide more instructional time in math and science.
o The addition of a specialized special education program at the middle school, in order to meet the needs

of the special education population.
¡ The purchase of additional laptop carts and iPads and the continuation of the one to one iPad initiative in

the district. Also, the wireless coverage in both schools has been improved.

Professional Staff:
Lincoln Park's professional staff included one superintendent of school, one school business administrator, one

supervisor of Special Services, two building principals, 78 certified teachers, 9 paraprofessionals, 1.5 guidance

counselors, 2 school nurses, and 4 Child Study Team members. The attendance rate for all staff for fhe 2014-15
school year was 96.4% (middle and elementary).

Teachers regularly engage in professional development opportunities that include workshops/conferences, in-
house workshops, articulation meetings; professional visitations; and pursuit toward advanced degrees in area

universities and colleges and online. Teachers continued to serve as leaders in curriculum development
throughout the District and across disciplines.

Academic School Improvement:

Academic improvement continues to be the goal in all areas of the school population. During the past school year,
specific performance objectives for the elementary school students in the areas of reading. Both the elementary
and middle schools focused their attention on the students' readiness for the PARCC Assessments. The other
goal for the 2015-16 school year, for both the elementary and the middle schools, was on improving the school
climate. It is clear that a positive school climate will directly affect student learning. Additional attention was
placed on the climate of the school and providing a safe learning environment for the students. The district
continues to review and update the curricula throughout the district, assuring alignment with the Common Core
and NJ Curriculum Standards. The 2015-16 school year was spent reviewing the math textbook series, with the

decision to change the math series for the upcoming school year, in order to increase the rigor and better challenge
the students,
The District continues to emphasize the importance of current and up to date technology in the areas of hardware,
software, and infrastructure throughout the district. The Lincoln Park School District currently has two computer
labs, laptop carts, and iPad carts in the schools. This District is continuing a one to one iPad initiative with the
sixth and seventh grade students and plans to continue the one to one initiative during the upcoming years.

Courses in computer literacy and problem solving using technology are offered to students and to professional

staff. We are also providing interactive whiteboards and LCD projectors in the classrooms to enhance and enrich
instruction. Computer hardware and software is continually assessed and updated as per the technology plan.
The District upgraded its Professional Development and Mentoring Plans to assist the staff with classroom
instruction throughout the district. All the attention that was focused on technology allowed the district schools to
successfully implement the PARCC Assessments.

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Ongoing school improvement initiatives included:
o The District strives to maintain class sizes at no more than 20 children in each primary grade (K-2) and,25

children in each grade 4-8. With the tight budgets and trying to be fiscally conservative, this initiative is not
being met in all grades, but the District continues to strive to achieve this goal.

o Updating the entire curricula to align with the Core Curriculum Content Standards and Common Core
Standards. This initiative has been accomplished. The District will continue this alignment once the State

adopts new standards in future years.
o Inclusion of special education children in the regular education program, while also concentrating on

differentiating instruction to meet all students' needs is an ongoing focus.
o The continued emphasis on the safe school climate has been and will continue to be a major focus of the

District. The District continues to upgrade the safety measures that are in place in both schools.
o Ongoing staff training in writing, math, and use of technology as an instructional tool in the classroom, which

assists the staff in meeting the needs of all the students.
o The administration and teaching staff are working together on the implementation of the new evaluation

system required by the Department of Education.
o Continued development of the District's inclusive preschool program and expanding the special education

programs offered to our students in order to meet the needs of all the children in the community.

The Lincoln Park School District provides excellence in education while maintaining fiscal responsibility.

4) INTERNAL ACCOTINTING CONTRQLS Management of the District is responsible for establishing and

maintaining an intemal control system designed to ensure that the assets of the District are protected from loss,

theft or misuse and to ensure that adequate accountingdata is compiled to allow for the preparation of financial
statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). The internal control system is
designed to provide reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that these objectives are met. The concept of
reasonable assurance recognizes that: (l) the cost ofa control should not exceed the benefits likely to be derived;
and (2) the valuation of costs and benefits requires estimates and judgments by management.

As a recipient of federal and state awards, the District also is responsible for ensuring that an adequate intemal
control system is in place to ensure compliance with applicable laws and regulations related to those programs.
This internal control system is also subject to periodic evaluation by the District's management,

As part of the District's single audit described earlier, tests are made to determine the adequacy of the internal
control system, including that portion related to federal and state award programs, as well as to determine that the

District has complied with applicable laws, regulations, contracts and grants.

5) BUDGETARY CONTROLS: In addition to intemal accounting controls, the District maintains budgetary
controls. The objective of these budgetary controls is to ensure compliance with legal provisions embodied in the

annual appropriated budget approved a vote of the Board of Education. Annual appropriated budgets are adopted
for the general fund, special revenue fund and the debt service fund. The final budget amount as amended for the
fiscal year is reflected in the financial section.

An encumbrance accounting system is used to record outstanding purchase commitments on a line item basis.

Open encumbrances at year-end are either canceled or are included as re-appropriations of fund balance in the
subsequent year. Those amounts to be re-appropriated are reported as restrictions, commitments and assignments

of fund balance at June 30,2015.

6) ACCOLINTING SYSTEM AND REPORTS: The District's accounting records reflect generally accepted

accounting principles, as promulgated by the GASB. The accounting system of the District is organized on the
basis of funds. These funds are explained in "Notes to the Basic Financial Statements", Note l.

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8) zuSK MANAGEMENT: The Board carries various forms of insurance, including, but not limited to, general

liability, excess liability, automobile liability and comprehensive/collision, hazard and theft insurance on property
and contents, and fidelity bonds. The Board oversees risk management for the District. A schedule of insurance

coverage can be found on schedule J-20.

The District is a member of the New Jersey Schools Insurance Group ("NJSIG"). The NJSIG is a risk-sharing
public entity risk pool that is both an insured and self administered group of school districts established for the
purpose of providing low-cost insurance coverage to its members. Additional information on the NJSIG is
included in the "Notes to the Basic Financial Statements", in Note I 1.

9) OTHER INFORMATION:

Independent Audit - State statutes require an annual audit by independent certihed public accountants or
registered municipal accountants. The accounting firm of Nisivoccia LLP, CPAs, was selected by the Board's

finance committee. In addition to meeting the requirements set forth in state statutes, the audit also was designed

to meet the requirements of the Single Audit Act Amendments of 1996 and the related OMB Circular A-133,
Audits of States, Local Governments and Non-Profit Organizalions, and New Jersey's OMB Circular 04-04,
Single Audit Policy for Recipients of Federal Grants, State Grants, and State Aid. The independent auditors'
repoft on the basic fînancial statements and specific required supplementary information is included in the

financial section of this report. The auditors' reports related specifically to the single audit and Government
Auditing Standards are included in the single audit section of this report.

IO) ACKNOWLEDGMENTS:

We would like to express our appreciation to the members of the Lincoln Park Borough School Board for their
concerrr in providing fiscal accountability to the citizens and taxpayers of the school district and thereby
contributing their full support to the development and maintenance of our financial operation. The preparation of

Report on the Financial Statements

analysis of the District's financial performance during the fiscal year ending June 30,2015, Please read it in
conjunction with the transmittal letter at the front of this repoft and the District's fînancial statements, which

imrnediately follow this section.

Financial Highlights
. Revenue from governmental activities accounted for $23,189,654 which represents 98.54 percent of all

revenues totaling $23,53 1,329.
o Tlre School District had expenses from governmental activities of $23,240,555, which was 98'60

percent of all expenses totaling 523,569,821.
o Net Position of the District increased by $385,698.

Overview of the Financial Statements

This annual repoÉ consists of three parts: management's discussion and analysis (this section), the basic

financial statements, and required supplementary information. The basic f,tnancial statements include two kinds

of statements that present different views of the District:

. Tlre first two statements are district-wide financial statements that provide botlt short-ternt and long-

term information about the District's overall financial status.

¡ The remaining statements are fund financial statements that focus on individual parts of the District,

reporting the District's operations in more detail than the district-wide statements.

. The governmentat funds statenxents tell how basic services such as regular and special education were

financed in the short-term as well as what remains for future spending.

. proprietary funds statements offer short- and long-term f:tnancial inforrnation about the activities the

District operates like a business, such as food services.

o Fiduciary funds statements provide information about the financial relationsliips in which the District

acts solely as a trustee or agent for the benefit ofothers'
o Notes to the basic f.nancial statements provide additional information essential to a full understanding

of district wide and fund financial statements.

The financial statements also include notes that explain some of the infonnation in the statements and provide

more detailed data. The statements are followed by a section of required supplementary information that further

explains and supports the financial statements with a comparison of the District's budget for the year. Table 1

shows how the various parts of this annual repoft are arranged and relate to one another.

The district-wide statements report information about the District as a whole using accounting methods similar

to those used by private-sector companies. The statement of net position includes all of the District's assets,

deferred inflows and outflows, and liabilities. All of the current year's revenue and expenses are accounted for
in the statement of activities regardless of when cash is received or paid.

The two district-wide statements report the District's net position and how they have changed. Net position -
the difference between the District's assets, deferred inflows and outflows, and liabilities - is one way to
measure the District's financial health or position.

Over time, increases or decreases in the District's net position are an indicator of whether its financial

position is improving or deteriorating, respectively.

To assess the District's overall health, you need to consider additional nonfinancial factors such as

changes in the District's property tax base and the condition of school buildings and other facilities.

In the district-wide financial statements, the District's activities are divided into two categories

Governmental activities: Most of the District's basic services are included here, such as regular and

special education, transportation and administration. Property taxes and state formula aid finance most

of these activities.
Business-type activities: The District charges fees to help it cover the costs of certain services it
provides. The District's food service is included here.

Fund Finuncial Statements

The fund hnancial statements provide more detailed information about the District's funds, focusing on its most

significant or "major" funds - not the District as a whole. Funds are accounting devices the District uses to keep

track of specific sources of funding and spending on particular programs:

o Some funds are required by state law and by bond covenants'
o The District establishes other funds to control and manage money for particular purposes (such as

repaying its long-term debts) or to show that is it properly using certain revenue (such as federal grants).

a Governmentalfunds: Most of the District's basic services are included in governmental funds, which
generally focus on { I } how cash and other flrnancial assets that can readily be converted to cash flow in
and out, and {2} the balances left at year-end that are available for spending. Consequently, the

governmental funds statements provide a detailed short-term view that helps you determine whether

there are more or fewer financial resources that can be spent in the near future to finance the District's
programs. Because this information does not encompass the additional long-term focus of the district-

wide statements, additional information at the bottom of the governmental funds statements explains the

relationship (or difference) between them.

Proprietary funds: Services for which the District charges a fee are generally reported in proprietary

funds. Proprietary funds are reported in the same way as the district-wide statements. The District's
enterprise funds (one type of proprietary fund) are the same as its business-type activities but provide

more detail and additional information, such as cash flows. Internal service funds (the other kind of
proprietary fund) report activities that provide supplies and services for its other programs and activities.
The District does not utilize internal service funds.

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a Fiduciary funds: The District is the trustee, or fiduciary, for assets that belong to others, such as

scholarship funds and the student activities funds. The District is responsible for ensuring the assets

reported in these funds are used only for their intended purposes and by those to whom the assets

Uelong. The District excludes these activities frorn the district-wide financial statements because it

cannot use these assets to finance its operations.

Notes to the basic financial statenxents: The notes provide information essential to a full understanding

of the data providéd in the District-wide and fund frnancial statements. The notes to the basic financial

statements can be found immediately following the fund financial statements.

Financial Analysis of the District as a Whole

Net position The Staternent of Net Position provides the perspective of the School District as a whole. Net

position may serve over time as a useful indicator of a district's financial position'

The District,s financial position is the product of financial transactions including the net results of activities, the

acquisition and payrnenì of debt, the acquisition and disposal of capital assets, and the depreciation of capital

assets.

The net assets of the government activities increased by $373,289 which consisted of

increases in total revenue of the District and spending increases as indicated by the notes on the following

schedule (See Table 4). The net position of the business-type activities increased $12,409 (See Table 4). The

increase in the net position of the business-type activities is attributable to revenues exceeding expenditures.

As discussed elsewhere in this commentary, the financial position of the District remained stable. Maintaining

existi¡g programs with relatively stable pupil enrollment and the provision of a rnultitude of special programs

and services for disabled pupils place great demands on the District's resources. The District has taken steps to

reduce expenses while still providing a quality educational experience for the children of Lincoln Park. Such

changes have generated savings, but these have not been sufficient enough to offset rising insurance premiums,

increased special education program costs and escalating utility expenses.

Careful management of expenses remains essential for the District to sustain its financial health. Among the

many significant cost savings actions implemented and/or continued during the year were:

¡ The lawn mowing and snowplowing services are provided by the Borough.
o participate in the Cooperative Purchasing of School Supplies and Jointure Transportation through the

Monis County E.S.C,
. Member of the State-wide ACES consortium for the bulk purchase of natural gas and electrical

generation seryices.
. Applied and received 40% discounts on all telecommunication services through the federal e-rate

program.
. Member of the Morris County Educational Technology Training Center, which provides professional

development in technology for the staff.

Table 7 presents the cost of six major District activities: instruction, pupil and instructional services,

administràtion and business, maintenance and operations, transportation, and other. The table also shows each

activity's net cost (total cost less fees generated by the activities and intergovernmental aid provided for specific

programs).

Financial Analysis of the District's Funds

The District's financial positio¡ has declined slightly over the past year. The District continues to provide

educatio¡al programs, which enable to students to remain in the District although out of district placenrent costs

will coltinue to increase. Once again the District managed to end the year with a surplus, which will allow a

reasonable tax rate for the next budget year.

General Fund Budgetary Highlights

Over the course of the year, the District revised the annual operating budget several times. Revisions in tlie

budget were made to reiognize revenues that were not anticipated, and to prevent over expenditures in specific

line item accounts. The following revision bears notation:

o Tuition for special education students' is budgeted based on existing and known incoming students at

the time budget is subrnitted. Students move in and out of the District during the summer and school

year which nècessitates transferring among the appropriate budget lines to account for these students'

The District continued to pay down its debt, retiring S570,000 of outstanding bonds.

Factors Bearing on the District's Future Revenue/Expense Changes

The Lincoln Park School District is currently in good financial condition. The School District is proud of its
community support of the public schools, although the reduction in State aid has increased the reliance on local

propefty taxes to supporl the District. Although the increased financial irnpact is difficult on the tax payers, the

community continues to support the schools.

The concern to the District continues to be the 2o/o cap placed on the budget. It will be exceedingly difficult to

continue to maintain programs under the new regulations. With the continued reduction in State aid, the local

tax payers will continue to shoulder more of the financial responsibility of the District.

The District has addressed the 2Yo cap by rnonitoring expenses carefully by maintaining programs and

continuing to look for savings in various areas of the budget.

The Lincoln Park School District has moved its election to November and agreed to the 2%o cap, which allows

the District to move the budget along without a vote. The community still has the opportunity to attend tlie

public hearing for all budget information.

In conclusion, the Lincoln Park School District has committed itself to financial excellence for many years. In

addition, the School District system for financial planning, budgeting, and internal financial controls are well

regarded. The School District plans to continue its sound fiscal management to meet the difficult challenges of
future budgets.

In the statement of activities, certain operating expenses, e.g., compensated absences (vacations) are

measured by the amounts earned during the year. In the governmental funds, however, expenditures

for these items are reported in the amount of financial resources used (paid). When the earned amount

exceeds the paid amount, the difference is reduction in the reconciliation (-); when the paid amount

exceeds the earned amount the difference is an addition to the reconciliation (+).

The financial statements of the Board of Education (the "Board") of Lincoln Park Borough School District (the

"District") have been prepared in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applied

to government units. The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the accepted standard-setting

body for establishing governmental accounting and financial reporting principles. The more significant of the

Board's accounting policies are described below.

A. Reporting Entity:

The Board is an instrumentality of the State of New Jersey, established to function as an educational institution.

The Board consists of elected officials and is responsible for the fiscal control of the District. A superintendent

is appointed by the Board and is responsible for the administrative control of the District.

Governmental Accounting Standards Board publication, Codification of Govemmental Accounting and

Financial Reporting Standards, Section 2100, "Defining the Financial Reporting Entity" establishes standards to

determine whether a governmental component unit should be included in the financial reporting entity. The

basic criterion for inclusion or exclusion from the financial reporting entity is the exercise of oversight

responsibility over agencies, boards and commissions by the primary govemment. The exercise of oversight

responsibility includes financial interdependency and a resulting financial benefit or burden relationship,

selection of goveming authority, designation of management, ability to significantly influence operations, and

accountability for fiscal matters. In addition, certain legally separate, tax-exempt entities that meet specific

criteria (i.e. benefit of economic resources, access/entitlement to economic resources, and significance) should

be included in the financial reporting entity. The combined financial statements include all funds of the District
over which the Board exercises operating control. The operations of the District include an elementary and a

middle school located in the Borough of Lincoln Park. There were no additional entities required to be included

in the reporting entity under the criteria as described above, in the current fiscal year. Furtherrnore, the District
is not includable in any other reporting entity on the basis of such criteria'

B. Basis of Presentation:

District-Wide Financial Statements:

The statement of net position and the statement of activities present financial information about the District's
governmental and business-type activities. These statements include the financial activities of the overall

District in its entirety, except those that are fiduciary. Eliminations have been made to minimize the double

counting of internal transactions. These statements distinguish between the govemmental and business-type

activities of the District. Governmental activities generally are financed through taxes, intergovernmental

revenue and other nonexchange transactions. Business-type activities are financed in part by fees charged to

external parties.

The statement of activities presents a comparison between direct expenses and program revenue for business-

type activities and for each function of the District's governmental activities. Direct expenses are those that are

specifically associated with and are clearly identifiable to a particular function. Indirect expenses are allocated

to the functions using an appropriate allocation method or association with the specific function. Indirect

expenses include health benefits, employer's share of payroll taxes, compensated absences and tuition
reimbursements. Program revenue includes (a) charges paid by the recipients of goods or services offered by

the programs, and (b) grants and contributions that are restricted to meeting the operational or capital

requirements of a particular program. Revenue that is not classified as program revenue, including all taxes, is

presented as general revenue. The comparison ofdirect expenses in the program revenues identifies the extent

to which each govemment function or business segment is self-financing or draws from the general revenues of
the District.

Fund Financial Statements:

During the fiscal year, the School District segregates transactions related to certain School District functions or

activities in separate funds in order to aid financial management and to demonstrate legal compliance. The fund
financial statements provide information about the District's funds, including its fiduciary funds. Separate

statements for each fund category - governmental, proprietary and fiduciary - are presented. The New Jersey

Department of Education (NJDOE) has elected to require New Jersey districts to treat each govemmental fund
as a major fund in accordance with the option noted in GASB No. 34, paragraph 76. The NJDOE believes that
the presentation of all funds as major is important for public interest and to promote consistency among district
financial reporting models.

The District reports the following governmental funds:

General Fund: The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District and is used to account for
and report all expendable financial resources not accounted for and reported in another fund. Included
are certain expenditures for vehicles and movable instructional or noninstructional equipment which are

classified in the capital outlay subfund.

As required by the NJDOE, the District includes budgeted capital outlay in this fund. GAAP, as it
pertains to govemmental entities, states that general fund resources may be used to directly finance
capital outlays for long-lived improvements as long as the resources in such cases are derived
exclusively from unrestricted revenue. Resources for budgeted capital outlay purposes are normally
derived from State of New Jersey Aid, district taxes and appropriated fund balance. Expenditures are

those that result in the acquisition of or additions to capital assets for land, existing buildings,
improvements of grounds, construction of buildings, additions to or remodeling of buildings and the

purchase of built-in equipment. These resources can be transferred from and to current expense by
Board resolution.

Special Revenue Fund: The Special Revenue Fund is used to account for and report on the proceeds of
specific revenue sources that are restricted or committed to expenditure for specified purposes other
than debt service or capital projects. Thus, the Special Revenue Fund is used to account for the

proceeds of specific revenue from State and Federal Governments (other than major capital projects,
debt service or the enterprise funds) and local appropriations that are legally restricted or committed to
expenditures for specified purposes.

Capital Proiects Fund: The Capital Projects Fund is used to account for and report financial resources

that are restricted, committed, or assigned to expenditure for capital outlays, including the acquisition or
construction of capital facilities and other capital assets (other than those financed by proprietary funds).
The financial resources are derived from temporary notes or serial bonds that are specifically authorized
by the voters as a separate question on the ballot either during the annual election or at a special

election, funds appropriated from the General Fund, and from aid provided by the state to offset the cost

of approved capital projects.

Debt Service Fund: The Debt Service Fund is used to account for and report financial resources that are

restricted, committed, or assigned to expenditures for principal and interest.

the Board's cafeteria program. The food service fund is utilized to account for operations that

and operated in a manner similar to business enterprises. The stated the cost (i.e.private
indirectexpenses including depreciation and costs) of providing goods or services to the students on a

continuing basis are financed or recovered primarily through user charges.

Additionally, the District reports the following fund type:

Fiduciarv Funds: The Fiduciary Funds are used to account for assets held by the District on behalf of others

and includes the Student Activities Fund, the Payroll Agency Fund, the Flexible Spending Trust Fund, and

the Unemployment Compensation Insurance Trust Fund.

C. Measurement Focus and Basis of Accountine

The district-wide financial statements and the proprietary and fiduciary fund financial statements are reported

using the economic resources measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting. Revenue is recorded

when earned and expenses are recorded at the time liabilities are incurred, regardless of when the related cash

transaction takes place. Nonexchange transactions, in which the District gives or receives value without directly
receiving or giving equal value in exchange, include property taxes, grants, entitlements and donations. On an

accrual basis, revenue from property taxes is recognized in the fiscal year for which the taxes are levied.

Revenue from grants, entitlements and donations is recognized in the fiscal year in which all eligibility
requirements have been satisfied.

The governmental fund financial statements are reported using the current financial resources measurement

focus and the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenue is recognized when measurable

and available. The District considers all revenue reported in the governmental funds to be available if the

revenue is collected within sixty days after the end of the fiscal year. Expenditures are recorded when the

related fund liability is incurred, except for principal and interest on general long-term debt, claims and

judgments, and compensated absences which are recognized as expenditures to the extent they have matured.

Capital asset acquisitions are reported as expenditures in govemmental funds. Proceeds of general long-term

debt and acquisitions under capital leases are reported as other financing sources.

It is the District's policy, that when an expenditure is incurred for purposes for which both restricted and

unrestricted (committed, assigned, or unassigned) amounts are available, to apply restricted resources first
followed by unrestricted resources. Similarly, within unrestricted fund balance, it is the Dishict's policy to
apply committed resources first followed by assigned resources and then unassigned resources when an

expenditure is incurred for purposes for which amounts in any of those unrestricted fund balance classifications
could be used.

Under the terms of grant agreements, the District may fund certain programs by a combination of specific cost-

reimbursement grants, categorical block grants and general revenue. Therefore, when program expenses are

incurred, both restricted and unrestricted net position may be available to finance the program. It is the

District's policy to first apply cost-reimbursement grant resources to such programs, followed by general

revenue.

D. Budgets/Budgetary Control:

Annual appropriated budgets are prepared in the spring of each year for the General, Special Revenue and Debt
Service funds. The budget for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2015, was submitted to the County offrce and was

approved by a vote of the Board of Education. Budgets are prepared using the modified accrual basis of
accounting. The legal level of budgetary control is established at line item accounts within each fund. Line
item accounts are defined as the lowest (most specific) level of detail as established pursuant to the minimum
chart of accounts referenced in N.J.A.C. 6:20-2A.2(m)1. All budget amendments/transfers must be made by the

School Board. All budgetary amounts presented in the accompanying supplementary information reflect the

original budget and the amended budget (which have been adjusted for legally authorized revisions of the annual
budget during the year).

Formal budgetary integration into the accounting system is employed as a management control device during
the year. For Governmental Funds, there are no substantial differences between the budgetary basis of
accounting and generally accepted accounting principles, with the exception of the Special Revenue Fund as

noted below. Encumbrance accounting is also employed as an extension of formal budgetary integration in the

Governmental Fund types. Unencumbered appropriations lapse at fiscal year end.

The accounting records of the Special Revenue Fund are maintained on the grant accounting budgetary basis.

The grant accounting budgetary basis differs from GAAP in that the grant accounting budgetary basis

recognizes encumbrances as expenditures and also recognizes the related revenue, whereas the GAAP basis

does not. Sufficient supplemental records are maintained to allow for the presentation of GAAP basis financial
reports.

The General Fund budgetary revenue differs from GAAP revenue due to a difference in recognition of the last

two state aid payments for the current year. Since the State is recording the last two state aid payments in the

subsequent fiscal year, the District cannot recognize these payments in the GAAP financial statements.

Cash and cash equivalents include petty cash and cash in banks. Certificates of deposit, with maturities of one

year or less when purchased, are stated at cost.

New Jersey school districts are limited as to the types of investments and types of financial institutions they may
invest in. New Jersey Statute I8A:20-37 provides a list of permissible investments that may be purchased by
New Jersey school districts. Additionally, the District has adopted a cash management plan that requires it to
deposit public funds in public depositories protected from loss under the provisions of the Governmental Unit
Deposit Protection Act (GUDPA). GUDPA was enacted in 19'70 to protect governmental units from a loss of
funds on deposit with a failed banking institution in New Jersey.

N.J.S.A. 17.9-41 et seq. establishes the requirements for the security of deposits of governmental units. The

statute requires that no governmental unit shall deposit public funds in a depository unless such funds are

secured in accordance with the Act. Public depositories include Savings and Loan institutions, banks (both state

and national banks) and savings banks the deposits of which are federally insured. All public depositories must

pledge collateral, having a market value of at least equal to five percent of the average daily balance of collected
public funds, to secure the deposits of Government Units. If a public depository fails, the collateral it has

pledged, plus the collateral of all the other public depositories, is available to pay the full amount of their
deposits to the Governmental Units.

F. Interfund Transactions

Transfers between governmental and business-type activities on the district-wide statements are reported in the

same manner as general Íevenue. Flows of cash or goods from one fund to another without a requirement for
repayment are reported as interfund transfers. Interfund transfers are reported as other financing sources/uses in
governmental funds and after nonoperating revenue/expenses in the Enterprise Fund. Repayments from funds

responsible for particular expendifures/expenses to the funds that initially paid for them are not presented on the

financial statements.

On fund financial statements, short-term interfund loans are classified as interfund receivables/payables. These

amounts are eliminated in the statement of net position, except for amounts due between governmental and

business-type activities, which are presented as intemal balances.

G. Allowance for Uncollectible Accounts

No allowance for uncollectible accounts has been recorded as all amounts are considered collectible

H. Encumbrances:

Under encumbrance accounting purchase orders, contracts and other commitments for the expenditure of
resources are recorded to reserve a portion of the applicable appropriation. Open encumbrances in
governmental funds other than the special revenue fund are reported as restricted, committed, and/or assigned

fund balances at fiscal year end as they do not constitute expenditures or liabilities but rather commitments

related to unperformed contracts for goods and services.

Open encumbrances in the Special Revenue Fund for which the District has received advances are reflected in

the balance sheet as unearned revenue at fiscal year end.

The encumbered appropriation authority carries over into the next fiscal year. An entry will be made at the

beginning ofthe next fiscal year to increase the appropriation reflected in the certified budget by the outstanding

encumbrance amount as of the current fiscal year end.

I. Short-term Interfund Receivables/Payables:

Short-term interfund receivables/payables represent amounts that are owed, other than charges for goods or

services rendered to/from a particular fund in the District and that are due within one year.

J. Inventories and Prepaid Expenses:

Inventories and prepaid expenses, which benefit future periods, other than those recorded in the enterprise fund,

are recorded as an expenditure during the year ofpurchase.

Enterprise fund inventories are valued at cost, which approximates market, using the first-in, first-out (FIFO)

method. Prepaid expenses in the enterprise fund represent payments made to vendors for services that will
benefit periods beyond June 30, 2015.

K. CapitalAssets:

During the year ended June 30, 1994,the District established a formal system of accounting for its capital assets.

Capital assets acquired or constructed subsequent to June 30, 1994, are recorded at historical cost, including

ancillary charges necessary to place the asset into service. Capital assets acquired or constructed prior to the

establishment of the formal system are valued at cost based on historical records or through estimation

procedures performed by an independent appraisal company. Land has been recorded at estimated historical

cost. Donated capital assets are valued at their estimated fair market value on the date received. The cost of
normal maintenance and repairs is not capitalized. The District does not possess any infrastructure. Capital

assets have been reviewed for impairment.

The capitalization threshold (the dollar value above which asset acquisitions are added to the capital asset

accounts) is $2,000. The depreciation method is straight-line. The estimated useful lives of capital assets

reported in the district-wide statements and proprietary funds are as follows:

K. Capital Assets: (Cont'd)

In the fund financial statements, capital assets used in govemmental fund operations are accounted for as capital

outlay expenditures of the governmental funds upon acquisition. Capital assets are not capitalized and related

depreciation is not reported on the fund financial statements.

L. Long-Term Liabilities:

In the district-wide and enterprise fund statements of net position, long-term debt and other long-term

obligations are reported as liabilities in the applicable govemmental activities, business-type activities, or

enterprise funds. Bond premiums and discounts, are reported as deferred charges and amortized over the term of
the related debt using the straight-line method of amortization. In the fund financial statements, the face amount

of debt issued is reported as other financing sources. Premiums received on debt issuances are reported as other

financing sources while discounts on debt issuances are reported as other financing uses.

M. Accrued Salaries and Wases:

The District does not allow employees who provide services over the ten-month academic year the option to

have their salaries evenly distributed during the entire twelve-month year, therefore, there are no accrued

salaries and wages as of June 30, 2015.

N.C Absences

The District accounts for compensated absences (e.g., unused vacation, sick leave) as directed by Governmental

Accounting Standards Board Statement No. 16 (GASB 16), Accounting þr Compensated Absences. A liability
for compensated absences attributable to services already rendered and not contingent on a specific event that is

outside the control of the employer and employee is accrued as employees earn the rights to the benefits.

District employees are granted varying amounts of vacation and sick leave in accordance with the District's
personnel policy. Upon termination, employees are paid for accrued vacation. The District's policy permits

employees to accumulate unused sick leave and carry forward the full amount to subsequent years. Upon

retirement, employees shall be paid by the District for the unused sick leave in accordance with the District's
agreements with the various employee unions.

In the districlwide Statement of Net Position, the liabilities, whose average maturities are greater than one year,

should be reported in two components - the amount due within one year and the amount due in more than one

year.

O. Uneamed Revenue:

Unearned revenue in the special revenue fund represents cash which has been received but not yet earned. See

Note 1(D) regarding the special revenue fund.

Q. Net Position: (Cont'd)

A deferred outflow of resources is a consumption of net position by the District that is applicable to a future

reporting period. A deferred inflow of resources is an acquisition of net position by the District that is

uppticaUì.ìo a future reporting period. The District had deferred outflows of resources at June 30,2015 for the

deferred amount on tlie refuni-ing and changes in assumptions related to pensions. The District has deferred

inflows of resources ¡elated to investment gains and changed in proportion related to pensions.

Net position is displayed in three components - net investment in capital assets; restricted and unrestricted.

The net investment in capital assets component of net position consists of capital assets, net of accumulated

depreciation, reduced by the outstanding balances of borrowings that are attributable to the acquisition,

construction, or improvement of those assets. Deferred outflows of resources and deferred inflows of resources

that are attributable to the acquisition, construction, or improvetnent of those assets or related debt also would be

included in this component of net position.

The restricted component of net position consists of restricted assets reduced by liabilities and deferred inflows

ofresources related to those assets.

The unrestricted component of r,et position is the net amount of tlle assets, deferred outflows of resources,

liabilities, and deferréd inflows of resources that are not included in the determination of net investment in

capital assets or the restricted component of net position.

R. Fund Balance Restrictions. Commitrnents and Assignments:

The restricted fund balance category includes amounts that can be spent only for the specific purposes stipulated

by constitution, external resouice providers, or through enabling legislation. The committed fund balance

cíassification includes amounts thatian be used only foi the specific purposes determined for a forrnal action of

the District,s highest level of decision-making authority, Amounts in the assigned fund balance classificatiott

are intended to be used by the government foi specific purposes but do not meet the criteria to be classified as

restricted or committed. Unasslgned fund balanìe is thè résidual classifîcation for the District's General Fund

and includes all spendable amounts not contained in the other classifications. In other funds, the unassigned

classifications should be used only to repoft a deficit balance resulting from overspending for specific purposes

for which amounts has been restricted, iommitted or assigned. Fund balance restrictions have been established

for a capital reserve, a maintenance reserve, excess surplus and the debt service fund.

The District Board of Education has the responsibility to formally cornmit resources for specific purposes

through a motion or a resolution passed by aìlajorìty of the Members of the Board of Education at a public

meeti"ng of that governing body. The Boârd of Education must also utilize a formal motion or a resolution

passed-by a ma¡õrity of the Mernbers of the Board of Education at a public meeting of that governing body itt

order to relnove or change the commitment of resources. The District has no committed resources at June 30,

2015 on the GAAP basis.

The assignment of resources is generally rnade by the District Board of Education througl-r a motion or a

resolutioñ passed by a majority of the Mðmbers of ihe Board of Education. These resources are intended to be

used for a specific þr.porä. The process is not as restrictive as the commitment of resources and the Board of

Education may allów àn official of the District to assign resources through policies adopted by the Board of

Education. The District has assigned resources for amounts designated for subsequent year's expenditures in the

General Fund at June 30, 2015.

S. Deficit Net Position/Fund Balance:

The District has a 52,671,384 fund balance deficit in its governmental activities Unrestricted Net Position at

June 30, 2015 primarily as a result of the net pension liability, accrual of interest and compensated absences

payable offset by the ãssigned and unassigned General Fund fund balance. The District also had a negative

unâssigned fund balance in the Capital Projects Fund of $448,800 due to the timing of the receipt of sDA grant

fundin!. The deficits do not indicate that ihe District is having financial difficulties and is a perrnitted practice

under generally accepted accounting principles.

T. Revenue - Exchange and Nonexchange Transactions

Revenue resultilg from exchange transactions, in which each party gives and receives essentially equal value, is

recorded on the accrual basis wiren the exchange takes place. On the modified-accrual basis, revenue is recorded

in the fiscal year in which the resources are measurable and become available. Available tneans the resources

will be collected within the current fiscal year or are expected to be collected soon enough thereafter to be used

to pay liabilities of the current fiscal year. For the District, available lneans within sixty days of the flrscal year

end.

Nonexchange transactions, in which the School District receives value without directly giving equal value in

return, inclùde property taxes, grants, entitlements, and donations. On tlie accrual basis, revenue from property

taxes is

i¡ the fiscãl year for which the taxes are levied. Revenue from grants, entitlements, and

donations is iecognized i¡ the fiscal year in which all eligibility requirements have been satisfied' Eligibility

requirements i¡clude timing requiremðnts, which specify the year when the resources are required to be used or

the fiscal year when use is-f,irsì permitted; rnatching requirements, in which the School District must provide

local resoúrces to be used fol a specifred purpose; and expenditure requirements, in which the resources are

provided to the School District on a reimbùrsement basis. On the modified accrual basis, revenue from

nonexchange transactions must also be available before it can be recognized'

Under the modified accrual basis, the following revenue sources are considered to be both measurable and

available at fiscal year end: property taxes, interest, and tuition'

U. Operating Revenue and Expenses

operating revenue is those revenue that are generated clirectly from the primary activity of the enterprise fund.

For the School District, these revenue are salãs for food service. Operating expenses are necessary costs incurred

to provide the service that is the primary activity of the enterprise fund.

V. Manaselnent Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles requires

management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of revenue and

W. Pensions

For purposes of measuring the net pension liability, deferred outflows of resources and deferred inflows of

payments (including refunds of ernployee contributions) are recognized when due and payable in accordance

with the benefit tenns.

Investments are stated at cost which approximates market. The District classifies certificates of deposit which

have original maturity dates of more than three months but less than twelve months from the date of purchase, as

investments.

GASB Statement No. 40, Governmental Accounting Standards Board Deposit and Investment Risk Disclosures,

requires disclosure of the level of custodial credit risk assumed by the District in its cash, cash equivalents and

investments, if those items are uninsured or unregistered. Custodial credit risk is the risk that in the event of a
bank failure, the government's deposits may not be returned'

Interest Rate Risk - In accordance with its cash management plan, the District ensures that any deposit or

investment matures within the time period that approximates the prospective need for the funds, deposited or

invested, so that there is not a risk to the market value of such deposits or investments.

Credit Risk - The District limits its investments to those authorized in its cash management plan which are those

permitted under state statute as detailed on the following page.

Deposits:

New Jersey statutes require that school districts deposit public funds in public depositories located in New

Jersey which are insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance

Corporation, or by any other agency of the United States that insures deposits made in public depositories.

School districts are also permitted to deposit public funds in the State of New Jersey Cash Management Fund'

New Jersey statutes require public depositories to maintain collateral for deposits of public funds that exceed

depository insurance limits as follows:

The market value of the collateral must equal at least 5o/o of the average daily balance of collected

public funds on deposit, and

In addition to the above collateral requirement, if the public funds deposited exceed 75Yo of the capital

funds of the depository, the depository must provide collateral having a market value at least equal to

100% of the amount exceedingT1o/o.

All collateral must be deposited with the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, the Federal Reserve Bank of

A maintenance reserve account in the amount of $150,000 was established by the Lincoln Park Board of
Education on June 29, 2010. These funds may be used for specific activities necessary for the purpose of
keeping a school facility open and safe for use or in its original condition, and for keeping its constifuent

Uuitaings systems fully and efficiently functional and for keeping their warranties valid but cannot be used for

routine or capital maintenance. The purpose of the reserve is to provide funds for anticipated expenditures

required to maintain a building.

B. Bonds But Not Issued:

As of June 30, 2015, there were no bonds authorized but not issued.

C. Compensated Absence Payable:

The liability for compensated absences of the governmental fund types is recorded as a long-term liability. The

current portion of the compensated absences balance of the governmental funds is $-0-, and the long term

portion is $220,492. Compensated absences will be liquidated by the General Fund.

The liability for compensated absences of the proprietary fund types is recorded with these funds as benefits

accrue to the employees. As of June 30, 2015, no liability existed for compensated absences in the Enterprise

Fund.

NOTE 10. PENSION PLANS:

Substantially all of the Board's employees participate in one of the two contributory, defined benefit public

employee retirement systems: the Teachers' Pension and Annuity Fund (TPAF) or the Public Employee's

Retirement System (PERS) of New Jersey; or the Defined Contribution Retirement Program (DCRP).

A. Public Employees' Retirement System (PERS)

Plan Description

The State of New Jersey, Public Employees' Retirement System (PERS) is a cost-sharing multiple-employer

defined benefit pension plan administered by the State of New Jersey, Division of Pensions and Benefits (the

Division). For additional information about the PERS, please refer to the Division's Comprehensive Annual

Financial Report (CAFR) which can be found at www.state.nj.us/treasury/pensions/annrpts.shtml.

Benefits Provided

The vesting and benefit provisions are set by N.J.S.A. 43:154. PERS provides retirement, death and disability
benefits. A1l benefits vest after ten years of service, except for medical benefits, which vest after 25 years of
service or under the disability provisions of PERS. The following represents the membership tiers for PERS:

Service retirement benefits of 1/55th of final avetage salary for each year of service credit is available to Tiers 1

and 2 members upon reaching age 60 and to Tier 3 members upon reaching age 62. Service retirement benefits

of 1/60th of final average salary for each year of service credit is available to Tier 4 members upon reaching age

62 and to Tier 5 members upon reaching age 65. Early retirement benefits are available to Tiers I and2
members before reaching age 60, to Tiers 3 and 4 before age 62 with 25 or more years of service credit and Tier

5 with 30 or more years of service credit before age 65. Benefits are reduced by a fraction of a percent for each

month that a members retires prior to the age at which a member can receive full early retirement benefits in
accordance with their respective tier. Tier I members can receive an unreduced benefit from age 50 to age 60 if
they have at least 25 years of service. Deferred retirement is available to members who have at least 10 years of
service credit and have not reached the service retirement age for the respective tier.

Contributions

The contribution policy for PERS is set by N.J.S.A. 15A and requires contributions by active members and

contributing members. The local employers' contribution amounts are based on an actuarially determined rate

which includes the normal cost and unfunded accrued liability. Chapter 19, P.L. 2009 provided an option for

local employers of PERS to contribute 50o/o of the normal and accrued liability contribution amounts certified

for payments due in State fiscal year 2009. Such employers will be credited with the full payment and any such

amounts will not be included in their unfunded liability. The actuaries will determine the unfunded liability of
those retirement systems, by employer, for the reduced normal and accrued liability contributions provided

under this law. This unfunded liability will be paid by the employer in level annual payments over a period of
l5 years beginning with the payments due in the fiscal year ended June 30, 2012 and will be adjusted by the rate

of return on the actuarial value of assets. District contributions to PERS amounted to $149,112 for fiscal year

2015.

The employee contribution rate was 6.920/o effective July 1, 2014. Subsequent increases after October 7,2011

are being piased in over 7 yearc effective on each July l't to bring the total pension contribution rate to 7 '5o/o of
base salary as ofJuly 1,2018.

Pension Liabilities. Pension Expense. and Deferred Outflows of Resources and Deferred Inflows of Resources

Related to Pensions

At June 30,2015, the District reported a liability of $2,960,533 for its proportionate share of the net pension

liability. The net pension liability was measured as of June 30, 2014, and the total pension liability used to

calculate the net pension liability was determined by an actuarial valuation as of July 7,2013 which was rolled

forward to June 30,2014. The District's proportion of the net pension liability was based on a projection of the

District's long-term share of contributions to the pension plan relative to the projected contributions of all

participating members, actuarially determined. At June 30,2014, the District's proportion was 0.016%, which

was a decrease of 0.0001/o ftom its proportion measured as of June 30,2013.

For the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015,the District recognized pension expense of $146,730. At June 30,2015,

the District reported deferred outflows of resources and deferred inflows of resources relatedto pensions from

the following sources:

B. Teachers' Pension and Annuitv Fund (TPAF)

Plan Description

The State of New Jersey, Teachers' Pension and Annuity Fund (TPAF), is a cost-sharing multiple-employer

defined benefit pension plan with a special funding situation, by which the State of New Jersey (the State) is

responsible to fund 100% of the employer contributions, excluding any local employer early retirement

incentive (ERI) contributions. The TPAF is administered by the State of New Jersey Division of Pensions and

Benefits (the Division). For additional information about the TPAF, please refer to the Division's
Comprehensive Annual Financial Report (CAFR) which can be found at

www. state.ni.us/treasury/pensions/annrpts. shtml.

Benefits Provided

The vesting and benefit provisions are set by N.J.S.A. 184:66. TPAF provides retirement, death and disability
benefits. All benefits vest after ten years of service, except for medical benefits, which vest after 25 years of
service or under the disability provisions of TPAF. Members are always fully vested for their own contributions

and, after three years ofservice credit, become vested for 2o/o ofrelated interest earned on the contributions. In
the case of death before retirement, members' beneficiaries are entitled to full interest credited to the members'

Contributions

The contribution policy for TPAF is set by N.J.S.A. 184:66 and requires contributions by active members and

contributing members. State legislation has modified the amount that is contributed by the State. The State's

pension contribution is based on an actuarially determined amount which included the employer portion of the

normal cost and an amortization of the unfunded accrued liability. Funding for noncontributory group insurance

benefits is based on actual claims paid. For fiscal year 2014,the State's pension contribution was less than the

actuarially determined amount. The employer contributions for local participating employers are legally

required to be funded by the State in accordance with N.J.S.A. l8:66-33. Therefore, these local participating

employers are considered to be in a special funding situation as defined by GASB Statement No. 68 and the

State is treated as a nonemployer contributing entity. Since the local participating employers do not contribute

directly to the plan (except for employer specific financed amounts), there is no net pension liability or deferred

outflows or inflows to report in the financial statements of the local participating employers, such as the District.

This note discloses the portion of the District's total proportionate share of the net pension liability that is

associated with the District. During the fiscal year ended 2015, the State of New Jersey contributed $318,566 to

the TPAF for normal pension benefits on behalf of the District, which is less than the contractually required

contribution of $ 1,63 0,574.

The employee contribution rate was 6.92Yo effective July 1, 2014. Subsequent increases after October l,20ll
are being phased in over 7 years effective on each July 1" to bring the total pension contribution rate to 7.5o/o of
base salary as ofJuly l, 2018.

C. Defined Contribution Retirement Program (DCRPI

Prudential Financial jointly administers the DCRP investments with the NJ Division of Pensions and Benefits.

If an employee is ineligible to enroll in the PERS or TPAF, the employee may be eligible to enroll in the DCRP.

DCRP provides eligible members with a tax-sheltered, defined contribution retirement benefit, along with life
insurance and disability coverage. Vesting is immediate upon enrollment for members of the DCRP.

The State of New Jersey, Department of the Treasury, Division of Pensions and Benefits, issues publicly

available financial reports that include the financial statements and required supplementary information of the

DCRP. The financial reports may be obtained by writing to the State of New Jersey, Department of the

Treasury, Division of Pensions and Benefits, PO Box 295,TrenÍon, New Jersey, 08625-0295.

Employers are required to contribute atan actuarially determined rate. Employee contributions are based on

percentages of 5.50Yo for DCRP of employees' annual compensation, as defined. The DCRP was established

July l, 2007, under the provisions of Chapter 92,P.L.2007 and Chapter 103, P.L. 2007 and expanded under the

provisions of Chapter 89, P.L. 2008. Employee contributions for DCRP are matched by a 3Yo employer

contribution.

For DCRP, the District recognized pension expense of $2,390 for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015.

Employee contributions to DCRP amounted to $792 for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015.

NOTE 11. POST-RETIREMENT BENEFITS

Chapter 384 of Public Laws 1987 and Chapter 6 of Public Laws 1990 required TPAF and PERS, respectively, to

fund post-retirement medical benefits for those State employees who retire after accumulating 25 years of
credited service ot on a disability retirement. Chapter 103 of Public Law amended the law to eliminate the

funding of post-retirement medical benefits through TPAF and PERS. It created separate funds outside of the

pension plans for the funding and payment of post-retirement medical benefits for retired State employees and

retired educational employees. As of June 30, 2014, therc were 103,432 retirees receiving post-retirement

medical benefits, and the State contributed $1.04 billion on their behalf. The cost of these benefits is funded

through contributions by the State in accordance with P.L. 1994, c.62. Funding of post-retirement medical
premiums changed from a prefunding basis to a pay-as-you-go basis beginning in fiscal year 1994.

The State is also responsible for the cost attributable to P.L.1992 c.I26,which provides employer paid benefits

to members of PERS and the Altemate Benefit Program who retired from a board of education or county college

with 25 years of service. The State paid $165.8 million toward Chapter 126 benefits for 18,122 eligible retired

members in Fiscal Year 2074.

The State's on behalf Post Retirement Medical Contributions to TPAF for the District amounted to $505,723,

$393 ,267 and 5427 ,337 for 2015, 2014 and' 20 I 3, respectively.

NOTE 12. DEFERRED COMPENSATION

The Board offers its employees a choice of the following deferred compensation plans created in accordance

with Internal Revenue Code Section a03@). The plans, which are administered by the entities listed below,

permit participants to defer a portion of their salary until future years. Amounts deferred under the plans are not

available to employees until termination, retirement, death or unforeseeable emergency.

New Jerse), Unemplo)¡ment Compensation Insurance

The District has elected to fund its New Jersey Unemployment Compensation Insurance under the "Benefit

Reimbursement Method". IJnder this plan, the District is required to reimburse the New Jersey Unemployment

Trust Fund for benefits paid to its former employees and charged to its account with the State.

NOTE 13. RISK MANAGEMENT (Cont'd)

The District is a member of the New Jersey Schools Insurance Group (the "NJSIG"). This public entity risk

management pool provides general liability, property and automobile coverage and workers' compensation for its
members. A complete schedule of insurance coverage can be found in the Statistical Section of this Comprehensive

Annual Financial Report. The NJSIG is a risk-sharing public entity risk pool that is an insured and self-

administered group of school boards established for the purpose of providing low-cost insurance for its respective

members in order to keep local property taxes to a minimum. Each member appoints an official to represent their

respective entity for the purpose of creating a governing body from which officers for the NJSIG are elected.

As a member of the NJSIG, the District could be subject to supplemental assessments in the event of deficiencies.

If the assets of the NJSIG were to be exhausted, members would become responsible for their respective shares of
the Fund's liabilities. The NJSIG can declare and distribute dividends to members upon approval of the State of
New Jersey Department of Banking and Insurance. These distributions are divided among the members in the same

ratio as their individual assessment related to the total assessment of the membership body.

Grant Programs

The School District participates in state and federal assisted grant programs. These programs are subject to

compliance audits by the grantors or their representatives. The School District is potentially liable for

expenditures which may be disallowed pursuant to the terms of these grant programs. Management is not aware of
any material items of noncompliance which would result in the disallowance of program expenditures.

Litigation

The District is periodically involved in pending lawsuits. The District estimates that the potential claims against it
resulting from such litigation and not covered by insurance would not materially affect the financial position of the

District.
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Encumbrances

At June 30,z}ls,there were encumbrances in the amount of $-0- in the General Fund.

NOTE 15. TAX CALENDAR

Property taxes are levied as of January 1 on property values assessed as of the previous calendar year. The tax

levy is âirri¿"¿ into two billings. The first billing is an estimate of the current year's levy based on the prior year's

taxãs. The second billing reflãcts adjustments to the current year's actual levy. The final tax bill is usually mailed

on or before June 14th, aiong with the first half estimated tax bills for the subsequent year. The first half estimated

taxes are divided into fwo due dates, February I and May 1. The final tax bills are also divided into two due dates,

August 1 and November 1. A ten-day grace period is usually granted before the taxes are considered delinquent

anJ there is an imposition of interest charges. A penalty may be assessed for any unpaid taxes in excess of

$ 10,000 at Decembãr 3 1 of the current year. Unpaid taxes of the current and prior year may be placed in lien at a

tax sale held after December 10.

Taxes are collected by the constituent municipality and are remitted to the local school district on a predetermined,

agreed-upon schedule.

NOTE 16. ECONOMIC DEPENDENCY

The Board of Education receives a substantial amount of its support from federal and state governments. A

significant reduction in the level of support, if this were to occur, may have an effect on the Board of Education's

programs and activities.

Annual appropriated budgets are prepared in the spring of each year for the general, special revenue, and debt service funds. The budgets for the fiscal

year ending June 30, 2015, was submitted to the County office and was approved by a vote of the Board of Education. Budgets are prepared using the

modified accrual basis of accounting. The legal level of budgetary control is established at line item accounts within each fund. Line itom accounts are

defìned as the lowest (most specific) level of detail as established pursuant to the minimum chart of accounts referenced in N.J.A.C. 6:20-2A.2(m)l

Transfers of appropriations may be made by School Board resolution at any time during the fiscal year. All budgetary amounts presented in the

accompanying supplementary information reflect the original budget and the amended budget (which have been adjusted for legally authorized revisions

ofthe annual budgels during the year).

Formal budgetary integration into the accounting system is employed as a management control device during the year. For governmental funds, there are

not substantial differences between the budgetary basis of accounting and generally accepted accounting principles, with the exception of the special

revenue fund as noted below. Encumbrance accounting is also employed as an extension offormal budgetary integration in the govemmental fund types.

Unencumbered appropriations lapse at fiscal year end.

The accounting records of the special revenue fund are maintained on the grant accounting budgetary basis. The grant accounting budgetary basis differs

from GAAp in that the grant accounting budgetary basis recognizes encumbrances as expenditures and also recognizes the related revenue, whereas the

GAAP basis does not. Sufficient supplemental records are maintained to allow for the presentation ofGAAP basis financial reports.

The General Fund budgetary revenue differs from the GAAP revenue due to a difference in recognition of the last two state aid payments for the cunent

year. Since the State is recording the last state aid payments in the subsequent fiscal year, the District cannot recognize these payments on the GAAP

financial statements.

NOTE I. BASIS OF PRESENTATION

The accompa¡ying schedules of expenditures of federal and state awards include federal and state grant activity of the

Board of Bàucátion, Lincoln Park Board of Education under programs of the federaland state governments for the fiscal

year ended June 30,2015. The information in these schedules is presented in accordance with the Federal Offlrce of
it4unug.ro.nt and Budget (OMB), Audits of States, Local Governments and Non-Profit Organizations and New Jersey's

OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit Policy for Recipients of Federal Grants, State Grants and State Aid.

Because these schedules present only a selected portion of the operations of the District, they are not intended to and do

not present the financial position, changes in net position or cash flows of the District.

2.

Expenditures reported in the accompanying schedules of expenditures of federal and state awards are reported on the

buågetary basis of accounting, with ìhe exCeption of programs recorded in the Food Service Fund, whicli are presented

usinlg the accrual basis of accounting. These bases oi accounting are described in Note I to the Board's basic financial

statements. Therefore, some amounts presented in these schedules may differ from amounts presented in, or used in the

preparation of, the basic financial statements. Such expenditures are rccognized following cost principles contained in

Federal OMB Circular A-87, Cost Principlesfor State, Local and Indian Tribal Governmental Units, wherein certain

types of expenditures are not allowable or are limited as to reirnbursement. Pass-through identifying numbers are

presented where available.

FIN

The basic financial statements present the general fund and special revenue fund on a GAAP basis' Budgetary

comparison statements or schedules (RSI) are presented for the general fund and special revenue fund to demonstrate

finance-related legal cornpliance in wùich ceftain revenue is permitted by law or grant agreement to be recognized in the

audit year, whereãs for GAAp repofting, revenue is not recognized until the subsequent year or when expenditures have

been made.

The general fund is presented in the accompanying schedules on the modified accrual basis with the exception of the

¡.rn"riu, recognition ôf the last two state aid payments in the current budget year, which is rnandated pursuant to N.J.S.A.

lgç-22-44.2. For GAAP purposes, these payments are not recognized until the subsequent budget year due to the state

deferral and recording of tire iast two staté aid payments in the subsequent year. The special revenue fund is presented

in the accompanying ichedules on the grant accounting budgetary basis which recognizes encumbrances as expenditures

and also recognizes the related revenue, whereas the GAAP basis does not.

The net adjustrne¡t to reconcile from the budgetary basis to the GAAP basis is ($ 18) for the Ger.reral Fund, ($ 10,23 1) for

the Special Revenue Fund and ($448,800) fór the Capital Projects Fund. See Exhibit C-3 for a reconciliation of the

budgétary basis to the modified accrual basis of accounting for the General and Special Revenue Funds.
